THE REIGN OF BLOOD 


Again Inaugurated on the Island 


of Cuba 


B! CEN. SALCEDO'S PROCLAMATIOR 


Authorizing H s Soldiers to Shoot Down 


on Sight Every Person Found Out 


of Doors Alter Dark—The Town 


ol Cuabita Burned. 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, June 11, via 


KEY WEST, June 22.—Since your cor- 
respondent's last communication the 
only important events that have oc- 
curred were the burning of the sum- 
mer resort Cuabita, and the publica- 
tion of a proclamation by the yenerRl- 
in-chief. 


Cuabita, three miles from this city, 


and the first station on the American 
railroad, ib a beautiful country place 
with 
balmy air, excellent 
spring 


water and a pood river, where many 
families have built handsome and 
costly bummer residences. 


On Saturday night, the 10th inst., 


about 10 o'clock, it was visited by a 
band of forty rebels,, who set fire to 
the village and Uilljd five residents 
and vi'oundfcd two. The fire destroyed 
as many as twenty-two houses, leav- 
ing1 only ten or twelve, which were 
saved presumably by chance 
The 


flames could be distinctly seen from 
this city. 


When the Guerrilla, which was a 


short distance 
away, 
arrived, the 


rebels had already left. 
The loss Is 


considerable. 


Tlie proclamation (a copy of which 


together with the second proclamation 
is given below) which was issued by 
Gen. 
Salcedo on Sunday afternoon, the 


9th inst., caused the greatest excite- 
ment among the inhabitants of this 
city. 
Few copies of the document 


were seen, 
but 
its contents were 


quickly passed about. In a short time 
everybody knew of it and it produced 
great indignation. 


As soon as it became known, two or 


three of the consuls visited the gen- 
eral for an explanation, and the an- 
swer was that it was not intended for 
this city and that there was a mistake 
in the printing. 
It is thought that 


the visit of the consuls caused the 
general to change his plan, u? he gave 
orders to recall the proclamation, and 
issued another somewhat modifying1 
the first orders. 


It is said liere that the first was sent 


out at tlie instigation of the members 
of the Spanish club, the members of 
wliich were angry at the killing of the 
Spaniards in Cuabita. 
Gen. Salcedo is 


is constantly in the club house and the 
members have great influence over 
him. 
Everyone here belifives that 


even the second proclamation will be 
the source of many abuses on the part 
of the Spaniards towards the unfortu- 
nate country people, as they will be 
the victims of many personal revenges. 


It is believed that the era of blood- 


shed will soon begin, the same as in 
the last war. In fact, the more excita- 
ble Spaniards declare that such will be 
the case. 


The first proclamation declared Don 


Juan Salcedo Y Mac t Hie dc Los Rios 
general-in-cbief of the first district of 
operations, and says: 


"Let 
it be known that the cecurity 


of lives and property compels me to 
take measures ot extraordinary rigor 
justified by the brutal murders com- 
mitted last night in the village of 
Cuabita. And in order that my serv- 
iced for the campaign may have all the 
eztention necessary and may be felt 
with due force any inhabitant of this 
capital, the towns or villages who may 
be out of his residence from sunset to 
sunrise will run the risk of losing his 
life, as I have ordered all my troops to 
shoot at sight without calling on any- 
one to halt, by this means avoiding all 
false identification. 


"Be it known to all faithful and 


peaceful inhabitants that this indis- 
pensable measure is taken to terminate 
the confusion in which we live, that is 
increased °by the darkness of night, 
which is the protectress of crimes and 
vengeance." 


The second proclamation modifies 


the first by reading: 


"Any inhabitant of this capital, the 


.towns or villages, who may leave his 
residence, going to the open country, 
from sunset to sunrise, beginning on 
the lath inst, will run the risk ot los- 
ing his life, as I have ordered all my 
troops to shoot at sight, without call 
Ing on anyone to bait, by this means 
•voiding all false identification," etc.

The country 
had precisely this experience when 371M 
grains of pure silver was worth a dollar 
or a trifle more than a dollar. That was 
the condition when Senator Stewart of 
Nevada voted for the coinage act of 
1873, which left the silver dollar out of 
tho coinage provisions of that law, but gin to 
who, as soon as 371J4 grains of silver 1896. 
was worth less than one dollar became a 
howling advocate 
of free 
coinage. 


These are the reasons why the charge is 
made that free coinage of silver is now 
advocated by the silver mine owners for 
their own benefit. 


But Harvey says the same charge 


could be made against the owners of 
gold bullion, which is untrue. 
The 


golu bullion owner nowhere in this 
world pays any more attention to his 
rights or privileges at the mints of the 
world than the silver bullion owner did 
when 3711-4 grains of silver were worth 
one dollar. He does not go to the mints 
to have his bullion coined because it is 
worth just as much in bullion as in coin, 
and if his privilege to have it coined 
were taken away to morrow the price of 
his bullion would not be affected in the 
least degree so long as gold is used ae 
money. Gold is worth the same in 
every market of the world, and BO is 
silver. Free coinage in Mexico has not 
advanced the price of silver in Mexico, 
and every silver bullion owner or silver 
producer knows that free coinage would 
not advance the price of silver to a 
parity with gold, and this accounts for 
his enthusiasm for free silver coinage. 


It will be noticed that Harvey says 


that "the fact that a metal fcoppen 
nickel, iron, lead or aluminum) is to be 
coined into money and the mints thrown 
open to its free and unlimited coinage" 
does not "give ground for accusing some 
one of having a personal interest."

THE KIEL NAVAL REVIEW. 


The Emperor, on the Hoheniollern, B 


rlewn the Auembled Fleet*. 


KIEL, June 21.—The imperial yach 


Hohenzollern, in beginning the reviev 
of the foreign war ships assembled h 
the harbor, left her anchorage at 
o'clock and steamed out from th 
mouth of thecanal.turning southward 
and going between the iirst and sec 
ond of the four lines of war ships an 
chored above the entrance on the west 
side of the bay. These two lines com- 
prised the Russian, Spanish, Swedish, 
Norwegian and Dutch vessels. Round- 
ing tiie Northern-most Dutch ship, she 
returned between the fourth line, com- 
prised of the Austrian and four Ger- 
man ships, and a'line along the east 
bank consisting of one Austrian, two 
Roumanian, two Italian and one Turk- 
ish ship. 
She continued that side towards the 


southern end of the bay, passing the 
French fleet and rounding the British 
ship Blenheim, went up between the 
English and the German line. The 
emperor stood alone behind the main 
mast and above the commander's 
bridge, the Hohenzollern band play- 
ing unceasingly, while the bands of 
the various ships, without regard to 
nationality, played "Heil Der Sieger- 
kranz." Most of the war ships had 
their yards manned and the cheering 
was incessant 


As soon :i-> the naval review was fin- 


ished a grand banquet was Iwld in the 
imperial marquee, at Holtenau, where 
1.006 guests sat down to the dinner, 
which lasted a long time. 


At dusk the scene on the water was 


one of unparalleled beauty. 
All the 
| war ships were outlined with a fairy- 
like tracery of lamps, and some of 
them had brilliant displays of fire- 
works. 
Altogether the display was 


the most brilliant ever seen here and 
probably finer than any ever seen in 
Germany. 


I 
The fireworks display of the Amer- 


icans was the most admired. The New 
York, the temporary flagship of the 
squadron, had a magnificent design 
sixty feet long, against her funnels. 
It read: "America sends hearty greet- 
ing to Germany upon the completion 
of the canal." 
Set pieces, pictures of the emperor, 


and President Cleveland, each forty 
teot square, were also displayed. 


Hundreds of officers, have inspected 
he American vessels. They are ehpe- 
cially interested in the Columbia. The 
tussian officers have thrice examined 
ler minutely. 


MURDER AND SUICIDE, 


A Discharged Kallroad Agent Kills His 


ratlior-ln-Law and Himself. 


PHILMONT, N. Y., June 23.—A horri- 


ble case of suicide and murder oc- 
curred here at 10:15 
o'clock yesterday 


Forenoon, of which Harry Kroofce and 
George Jacob! are the victims. Kroose 
was the agent for the Harlem road 
here, having filled the position for the 
last twenty-three years. Jaeobi was 
his fftther-in-law, and acted as assist- 
ant agent. Kroose was about 43 years 
of age and Jaeobi 62. Kroose killed 
Jacob! by shooting him twice in the 
back of the head, and then killed him- 
self by firing a bullet into his own 
head. The motive for the crime is a 
mystery, as both were on the friendli- 
est terms. 
The shooting occurred only a few 


moments before a passenger train was 
due. 
When the train arrived the con- 


ductor and trainmen found the bodies, 
both having died instantly. 


Kroose shot Jaeobi in the back of 


the head as the latter was seated at 
the desk writing. Kroose had bean 
discharged and the relief agent was 
on the train that arrived shortly after 
the tragedy occurred, to relieve him. 
There is said to be no shortage in his 
accounts, taut that he had become 
careless in doing business. Kroose 
leaves a wife and four children, one 
being a married woman. The other 
children are aged 18, 12 and 8 respect- 
ively.

It is certain that 
it is an innovation, and that the most 
conservative men in the party think it 
a wise one. 


The silver men are satisfied with the 


outcome, and decided before yester- 
day's convention began to make no 
outcry. They were heard, and fully 
heard, in committee, and assert that 
the result shows a sentiment in favor 
of bimetallism that will spread to the 
national convention next year. The 
more radical of them hope for free 
silver, but all would be more than 
pleased with any e,ort of a plank which 
favors the white metal, whether that 
plank fixes their favorite ratio or not. 
Once installed,' they believe, 
the 


double standard would rapidly gain in 
favor. 
There was no discordant vote in the 


big gathering which was dissolved 
yesterday, a little after noon.

This question is looked upon by many as 
a joke, and when brought up for discus- 
sion is answered with a laugh. It has 
proved 
sufficient 
to divide families, 


friends, communities, kingdoms and 
churches, and it calls for a clear, fair 
and dignified discussion. 
It is now 


practiced as a church ordinance or re 
ligious ceremony by a few Roman Cath- 
olics, many of the Greek church, the 
Dunkards, the Anti-Missionary Baptists 
and the "Church of God." I know not 
of any other. 
. 
Let us consider first, What Is Foot- 


washing? It is not a church ordinance. 
There is no reference to it in the scrip- 
tures in connection with any church. 
There is no proof that it was practiced 
by any of the apostles or early churches 
as an ordinance. Paul refers to it in 
First Timothy 5:10, but classes it with 
caring for strangers, orphans and the 
sick. It is not a mere ceremony, for 
their feet really needed washing. It was 
a real service which grew out of a neces- 
sity. In that country at that time the 
people wore only sandals. Their feet 
and ankles were exposed to the dust and 
dirt and this necessitated 
frequent 


washing of the feet. It had a place 
in the etiquette 
of that day and 


contry. 
Let us refresh our minds 


for a moment. Abraham entertained 
heavenly messengers by washing their 
feet and setting food before them. So 
did Lot. The servant who went out to 
seek a wife for Isaac was received into 
tho home of Rebekah, his feet were 
washed and he was given food. Joseph 
entertained his brethren by first wash- 
ing their feet before he served them 
food. Here in John's Goppel our Lord 
is observing the Paschal Feast for the 
last time. From this time it is to pass 
away. Our Lord is the host, the Apos- 
tles are his guests; they are dusty from 
travel, their feet need washing; custom 
says it must be done before the meal is 
served; there is no servant to wash 
them; Jesus, the ever courteous host, 
washes the feet of his guests as a socia 
service and not as a religious ceremony 
This was done before the Paschal mea 
was served.- The passover feast passec 
away from this time. If the foot-wash 
ing had been a religious right or cere 
mony it would naturally have passec 
away with the old and given place t( 
tne things of the New Testament. Why 
did Jesus Wash the Disciples Feet 
Primarily to give them an object lessor 
in humility. His feet had been washed 
with the tears and wiped with the hai 
of a woman's head; Mary had anointet 
his head wjth precious ointment c 
sweetest odors, he had declared hiuisel 
King of Kings and Lord of Lords; envy 
had arisen among the apostles as to who 
should be greatest among them in hie 
kingdom and he taught them thut the 
greatest of all must bo the servant 
of all. 
Secondarily, that he might impress 


the great doctrine of spiritual washing. 
"If I wash thee not, tLou haat no part 
with me." This ieastrup now as it was 
then, is as true of ua as it was of Peter, 
if he wash us not we have no part with 
him. 
We would consider it a condescen- 


sion to wash the feet of a poor tramp It 
is a much greater condescension forJesu» 
to wash us. He declared a man's heart 
to be as a grave full of putrefaction. To 
wash us tie must enter this kind of place 
and wash us and make us clean. Let ua 
give thanks to God because the blood of 
his son cleanseth from all sin. 


After tho sermon three ladies were 


baptized. Next Sunday morning, the 
pastor will discuss 'The Model Church 
and The Model Church Member." At 
night his subject will be "The New Wo- 
man."

last night 
at 


Krebbs Station, when Fisher's powder 
mills were destroyed. Over 2000 kegs 
of giant powder were stored there, and 
a h o a quadtity 
of 
dynamite. 
The 


entire collection exploded 
simultane- 


ously. 


It was 11 o'clock when the shock 


reached Catawissa. 
A festival had been 


held in the church, and many people 
were going home. In the direction of 
Krebbs a cloud of fire suddenly illumi- 
nated the sky, and in a moment a sound 
reached their ears which was deafening. 
People thought that it was an earth- 
quake, and they ran aimlessly about the 
streets, not knowing which way to turn. 
The concussion following the explosion 
was teirittc. The very mountains shook 
from base to summit, startling every 
living thing which inhabits them. Many 
people were thrown from their beds by 
the shock, among these being Partner E. 
K. Stauffer. who lives two miles west of 
the scene. 
Windows were broken in 


every house m Ringlown, and pictures 
and brie a brae were knocked from the 
walls. John Applegate's house, which 
is about one mile from Krebbs Station, 
was destroyed; 
the 
gable end was 


knocked off and all of the plaster torn 
down, and windows and doors broken. 
Barns and outbuildings were razed to 
the ground. 


When the people began to recover 


from the effects of the shocks hundreds 
»aatened in the direction of the mills, as 
t was then well understood what had 
occurred. The works are located in the 
woods, and the only building near them 
is the Reading railroad station, which 
was demolished. No 
workmen were 


about at the time, so the cause of the 
explosion is a mystery, but 
it

supposed 
a 
lighted 
match 
was 


dropped by an unfortunate tramp who 
found his way into the building. The 
ground about where the mills stood is 
entirely devastated. Not a vestige of 
the several buildings or machinery can 
be found. An immense trench in the 
earth marks the spot where they stood, 
the earth ooing torn up for several 
acres.

regarded by the circuit court judges a 
a safe and reliable court official. In his 
relations with the county officials and 
the people having business at the court 
house during the past twenty-seven 
years, he has ever been courteous, con- 
siderate and obliging, quick to give in- 
formation when desired, and satisfying 
everybody regardless of station in life, 
color or politics. 


Politically, the deceased was a Repub-
